How Army Plane Refuels 
And Gets Supplies in Air

Pilot of Auxiliary Craft Describes Process of 
Filling Question Mark’s 


Tanks . 
Flying. 7

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 5.—Expe- 
rience gained in the endurance 
flight of the Question Mark has 
demonstrated that aerial refueling 
is a practical achievement for com- 
mercial aviation, Capt. Ross G. 
Hoyt, pilot of refueling plane No. 
1, said today. 

Hoyt had delivered more than 
2000 gallons of the 3456 gallons of 
gasoline taken on by the Question 
Mark up to noon. His descrip- 
tion of his contacts with the record 
plane follows: 

“Despite our heavy loads of gas 
and the weight of three men, our 
ship hops.off like a pursuit plane. 
We climb to the altitude of the 
Question Mark and then throttle 
down and fly alongside of it on the 
left side to get its course and 
speed. 

“I pick a landmark ahead for a 
straight course and maintain it. 
The Question Mark dips beneath 
us and is lost to sight from me, 
although it is within 20 feet of 
our plane. Sometimes it comes as 
close as 10 feet and then I can 
see its tail. 

Signals Come From Kope. 

“Lieut. Woodring and Lieut. 
Strickland lower the hose from the 
fuselage, Maj. Spatz fits it into the 
funnel and the refueling proceeds 
at 75 gallons a minute. All I do 
is to fly a straight course. My 
only signals come from Woodring 
| by a rope attached to my arm. One 
long pull means ‘slow up’; two 
‘pulls ‘speed up’;; a constant jiggle 
means the refueling is over. 

“As soon as the Question Mark 
is through refueling, it glides along 
to the left and then I land. 

“We have had no trouble with 
the contacts. I have made nine 
contacts in the last 24 hours for 
an average of nine minutes each, 


making $1 minutes’ actual con- 
tact i 24 hours. 
“The only difference between 


flying in formation and making 
ecntacts is that we can see each 
other in formation, while in con- 
tact the pilot cannot see the plane 
beneath him. This may cause anx- 
jety, but the answer is confidence 
between the two pilots. All we 
bave to do ig to watch our speeds 
and altitudes and maintain a 
straight course. When we hit an 
upward current, the ships move in 
unison and there ts no change in 


livered, thereby lessening the load 
| on my plane. 


“When the contact is completed, 
Maj. Spatz waves the ‘O K’ signal 
to Woodring, who climbs off the 
gas valve, and the Question Mark 
(lies away. 

“Last night was the first time I 
broke contact. i had picked a 
mark In Hollwood as a course and 
was flying directly toward it. We 
got so close I could see Grey Cliff, 
and when I could count the pebbles 
I nosed up. I knew Capt. Eaker 
was watching the fuel line and I 
was the only one watching ahead, 
Capt. Eaker of the Question Mark 
keeps his eyes on my landing gear 
during the contact to prevent the 
planes from coming together. We 
separated and got away all right. 

Food Lowered on Rope. 

“The delivery of oil in five-gallon 
containers and food and supplies is 
a simple matter. Woodring lowers 
the package on a rope and it drops 
into the cockpit, into Maj. Spatz’ 
arms. 

“We have demonstrated’ the 
practical aspect of simple refuel- 
ing In air, and it will enable com- 
mercial aviation companies te in- 
crease their pay loadsa.” 

Lieut. I. A. Woodring, describ- 
in the refueling said: “] slowly let 
out 30 feet of coiled four inch hose. 
It strikes the wing of the Question 
Mark and glides down into Maj. 
Spatz’ arms. As soon as he grabs 
it, he signals and we turn on the 
gas. He signals when he has « f- 
ficient gas, we turn it off and he 
is gone.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Demo- 

cratic support for the Kellogg anti- 

war treaty in the Senate today was 


countered by a Repubiican attack. - 


Senator Swanson of 
ranking Democrat on the Foreign 
Relations Committee, indorsed the 
pact asa “noble gesture toward 
peace,” but Senator McLean (Rep. ) 
Connecticut, condemned it unless it 
were backed by an accompanying 


resolution reasserting the rights of 
the United States under the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

While these two held the floor 
for three more Hours of debate, 
negotiations were going on look- 
ing to a solution of the problem 
arising from a demand of those 
who would have the United States’ 
position under the treaty renounc- 
ing war clearly set forth. 

Aé& a possible compromise be- 
tween he treaty supporters and 
those who demand an interpreta- 
tive resolution there was talk of 
having a report from the Foreign 
Relations Committee stating the 
views of the Senate on the rights 
of the United States to maintain 
ite Monroe Doctrine policy and to 
protect her territories under the 
treaty. 

Moses and Reed Together. 

Chairman Borah of the commit- 
tee, who is sponsoring the treaty, 
is standing firmly against any in- 
terpretative resolution which he 
contends is unnecessary and he de- 
clared tonight he had the votes 
to put the treaty through the Sen- 
ate without reservations of any 
kind. - aoe 

A report drafted by the chair- 
man of the committee interpreting 
America’s position under the treaty 
would be considered by some Sen- 
ators sufficient to offset the in- 
terpretative note of Great Britain 
in accepting the pact and to elim- 
inate the necessity for an inter- 
pretative resolution. 

Meanwhile, the reservationists, 

led by Senators Moses, (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, and Reed, (Dem.), 
Missouri, were collecting their 
forces. Senator Robinson, (Rep.). 
Indiana, announced his support of 
an interpretative resolution. Sen- 
ator Watson of Indiana, the pros- 
pective Republican leader, joined 
in the conferences but did not an- 
mounce his position on the ques- 
tion. " 
Senator McLean is one of the 
reservationists and in an address 
filled with caustic remarks about 
the pact he concluded that “the 
time has come. for the nations of 
the world to stop throwing peace 
paper wads.” 

The Connecticut Senator argued 
that if the treaty is ratified and no 
accompanying resolution is adopted 
other countries will leap at. the 
opportunity of saying that the 
United States has abandoned the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

“Legalizes No War” 

Swanson, who generally speaks 
for Democrats on foreign affairs. 
said he thought the treaty would 
be ineffective in abolishing war. 
but added that it “legalizes no 
Wwar.”’ 

“It permits but does not approve 
war,” he declared. 

“It is a noble gesture or declar- 
ation for world peace and as such 
I shall support it. It marks the 
advance for peace. Not a retreat. 
It will be beneficial in crystalizing 
and in increasing the sentiments of 
the people of the world for peace. 
We should permit our Government 
to make to the world this noble 
gesture of peace and friendliness. 

“The treaty speaks the voice of 
peace but places feeble restraints 
on the strong arm cf war. I am 
unwilling to defeat this treaty and 
silence this voice of peace, how- 
ever feeble, crying out in a world 
wilderness of threatened war and 
woe, The voice may become loud- 
er and more potential through the 
receding years. 

“The treaty contains no sanc- 
tions for its enforcement. No ob- 
ligation, moral or legal, is assumed 
by the signatories to use punitive 
measures against any nation that 
may Violate the treaty. No possible 
interpretation could construe a 
treaty promising not to go to war 
into an obligation to wage war.” 

No Guarantee for Any Nation. 

Continuing, Swanson said that 
the promise in the treaty was “lim- 
ited to the individual obligation of 
the signatory and contains no 
guarantee for any other nation.” 

“It should also >» noted,” he 
went on, “that the reservations or 
interpretations made by Secretary 
Kellogg for the United States are 
made by notes exchanged similar 
in method to those made by other 
nations and hence no necessi ex. 
ists that these should be repeat- 
ed in the resolution of ratifica-

“It is well to bear in mind,” he 
Said, “‘that peace treaties cannot 
abolish war without the existence 
of an International authority to 
carry them into § efféct. Peace 
pacts will not prevent war as long 
as the great powers sow the seeds 
Of war.” 

Declaring that there was an 
“Implied abandonment” of the 
Moproe Doctrine in the pact, he 
said that “our neighbors in Svuuth 
America’ will assert that we have 
dropped the doctrine and limited 
our right to defend South America 
under the doctrine. 

“I have noted,” he explained, | 
“the extreme care with which 
Great Britain reserved her rights 
in certain regions, while we have 
omitted any mention of ours and 
the Monroe Doctrine goes far he- 
yond our mere right of self-de- 
fense,"’ 

After reviewing unsettled inter- 
national affairs in the Far East, 
Italy, Hungary, Austria and Ger. 
many, McLean declared that the 
American people must realize that 
peace may not be accomplished 
while such conditions continue. 

“Deists and ahteists, Moses and 
Darwin,” he added, “are _ stil] 
marching side by side with victory 
going to the strongest.” 

Turning to a discussion of the 
treaty itself, McLean said that the 
first section “is behind the event 
and therefore harmless,” while 
“the second section is a thousand 
years ahead of the event if it 
means what it says.” 

Settlements by Peaceful Methods. 

“Disputes of every nature ana 
Origin must be settled by peace- 
ful methods,” he continued. “Tf 
an enemy hits you hard enough to 
cause you to dispute his right to 
do it, you must keep vour hands 
in your pockets. This is what the 
trenty says. In just three lines it 
outlaws nature's first law and in- 
laws the millenium. but, of course, 
it doesn't mean what it says." 

“I say again if this treaty is to 

be a gesture and nothing more, 
why should the Senate hesitate to 
adopt a resolution that will put 
it in accord with this view, and if 
this treaty is more than a gesture 
why should we hesitate to say that 
its obligations do not impair our 
right to defend our vita) interests 
whenever and wherever they may 
be endangered.” 
Declaring that “our forefathers 
took their muskets with them to 
church” in order that “they might 
praise God, maintain order and 
hoe corn unmolested,” he added 
that “if we reject the interpreta- 
tive resolution and fail t6 pass the 
cruiser bill, we notify the world 
that in the future our first line 
of defense will be composed of 
hymn books only.”

OF EUROPEAN WOMEN 


Miss Egama Claus Tells Local 
Group of Tour of 61 Women 
Through Seven Countries. 


Sixty-one women, representing 
19 lines of work and 25 states, 
toured seven countries of Europe 
last summer and, Miss Emma 
Claus of Gary, Ind., reported to the 
Business and Professional Wom- 
en’s Club yesterday at the Town 
Club, learned they were better off 
at home. 

“Nowhere in the world have 
women progressed so far as in this 
country,'’ declared Miss Claus, who 
is secretary-treasurer of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co. of Gary. “In Eu- 
rope they have a lot of traditions 
and customs to overcome, and it 
is not so easy over there to be the 
first to do a thing.” 

There was not even a federation 
of business and professional wom- 
en in six of the seven countries 
Miss Claus found that English- 
women accepted their position ia 
business as merely a means of 
livelihood “‘rather than a place ‘to 
try their wings,” and had not yet 
gone extensively into the older 
businesses or professions. 
American Men Better Husbands. 

An Englishwoman told her that 
American men were better hus- 
bands than Englishmen. On the 
other hand, English people >“had 
an extraordinary capacity to live 
through trouble,” and the infant 
death rate of England was’ the 
lowest of any country’s. 

“There is a definite discrimina- 
tion against the married woman in 
England,’ Miss Claus. reported. 
“The argument is advanced with 
feeling, by both men and women, 
that the married woman who 
works is taking a position that 
Should go to an unmarried woman

"Charles the Wrestler” 

in ‘As You Like It”— 
an Actor, He Performed 
With Many Stars.

CHAPTER XX. 

ILLIAM SHAKSPEARE 
W took many a fall out of Wil- 

liam Muldoon, Along about 
the middle of the elegant eighties 
and the early years of the nifty 
nineties, Bill the bard and Bill 
the wrestler went to the mat 
numerous engagements. The mat 
here referred to being the imag- 
inary greensward of 
Forest, where Shakspeare’s “As 
You Like It” found its fanciful set- 
ting. Muldoon was ever the loser, 
these being “fixed’’ matches un- 
deniably. 

While the exigencies of the play 
gave no fair chance to Muldoon to 
show his true athletic quality, 
since it insisted that he be thrown 
by Orlando at every performance, 
Muldoon more than held his own 
histrionically in the role of Charles 
the Wrestler. His voice re-echoed 
from resonant air chambers; its 
whisper could reach the remotest 
cornér of an auditorium and its 
ring could reverberate a great dis- 


tance out-of-doors. 


An Actor of Parts. 

¥ many_I have heard it said 
Binet William Muldoon would 

have achieved noteworthy suc- 
cess as an actor of strong dramatic 
and tragic roles. He had presence, 
dignity, repose, fire, imagination 
and the necessary physical and vo- 
cal requirements. It has been re- 
lated how he could hold sway over 
large and excited gatherings, and 
in after years he came to take his 
place as a successful and impres- 
sive speaker at important gather- 
ings. He had a genuine love for 
the theater and his very appear- 
ance predominated in a _ crowd, 
though he spoke not a single word. 

What a find would have been the 
young Muldoon for the motion pic- 
ture drama. It is not to be won- 
dered at thaf the suggestion was 
made only a few years back, how 
ideally Muldoon would have fitted 
into the part of Jean Valjean in 
the film version of “Les Miser- 
ables.’ : 

Muldoon, the delineator of 
Shakspeare, made but two short 
appearances in the first ct of the 
comedy, “As You’ Like It.”’ Still, it 
was by no means “a long thinking 
part” that he was called on to por- 
tray. He had one quite long speech 
with Sir Oliver. 

“Marry, I do sir: and I came'to 
acquaint you with a matter. I am 
given, sir, secretly to understand 
that your younger brother, Or- 
lando, hath a disposition to come 
in disguised against me to try a 
fall, Tomorrow, sir, I wrestle to 
my credit, and he that escapes me 
without broken limb shall acquit 
him weil. Your brother is but 
young and tender, and for your 
love I would be loth to foil him, as 
I must for my own honor if he 
come in; therefore. out of my love 
for you I come hither to acquaint 
you withal, that either you might 
stay him from his intendment, or 
brook such disgrace as he shall run 
into, in that it is a thing of his own 
search, and ee against my 
will.”’ 

Oliver, who ‘dies not wish his 
Orlando at all well, advises Charles 
(Muldoon) against doing his op- 
ponent any slight injury. Which 
subtle Shakspearian joke is still 
very much in existence and was do- 
ing service in a Broadway produc- 
tion at this writing wherein a char- 
acter makes mention of the illness 
of a mutual] acquaintance and the 
wish is expressed that it be nothing 
trivial. 

To Oliver’s advice that he would 
as lief have Charles break Orlan- 
do's neck as his finger, the wrestler 
makes response: 

“IT am heartily glad I 
hither to you. If he comes tomor- 
row, I'll give him his payment; if 
ever he go alone again I'll never 
wrestle for prize more. And s80, 
God keep your worship.” 

And off strides Muldoon. And 
never a one that did not agree that 
he carried off the scene in excel- 
lent fashion.

Misses Part With Langtry. 


HEN Lily Langtry made her 
W ts American tour, Muldoon 

was selected to appear with 
her, but the engagement fell 
through when the Old Park The- 
ater was burned down on the eve 
of her appearance. In 1910, when 
Sothern and Marlowe revived “As 
You Like It" for production in the 
Academy of Music, they vainly 
sought Muldoon for a return ap- 
pearance in his role of Charles. 
Though he was 65 years old at the 
time, his classic mould still fitted 
the part. 

It has been Muldoon’s fortune to 
seo-and hear most of our finest 
actors and actresses of the past 
half century and more, and to play 
alongside of many of the most fa- 
mous. One can well believe that 
he has missed something rare in 
the beauties of declamation who 
did not hear Maurice Barrymore 
reciting his refusal to withdraw 
from his challenge to wrestle at 
the beseeching of Rosalind. 

There is something almost of 
reverence in Muldoon’s relation of 
the picture that Barrymore made 
and of the exquisite grace and sad-

ness Of his diction as he replied to 
Rosalind: 


“?* ” * 


if I be foiled there is 
but one shamed that was never 
gracious; if killed, but one dead 
that is willing to be so. I shall 
do my friends no wrong for I have 
none to lament me; the world no 
injury, for in it I have nothing; 
only in the world I fill up a place 
that may be better supplied when 
I have made it empty.’ 


In High Company. 
“ES, Muldoon indeed appeared 
¥ in high company during his 

numerous appearances in “AS 
You Like It.” Barrymore Was not 
the only Orlando that he support- 
ed, as he played with both Joseph 
Haworth and Robert Mantel! in the 
same part. Modjeska played Rosa- 
lind as the co-star with Barrymore 
in a tour that was the most im- 
portant dramatic happening of its 
day. 

Some of those who ha’ roles in 
the comedy along with Muldoon 
were Edward Mawson, Albert 
Bruning, Camille D’Arville, Verner 
Clarges, Thomas Q. Seabrooke, 
James T. Powers, Bijou Fernandez, 
Seligman-Cutting and there were 
Others whose fame is still very 
much alive, . 

Few have had the privilege of 
appearing in the company of such 
an all-star company as did Wil- 
liam Muldoon in the summer of 
1891, when a spetial charity per- 
formance of “As You Like It” was

Guarding Against Dribble | 
Explained by Basket Coach 
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HEN a dribbler advances 
Wire ball down the court, 

the guard should advance | 
slowly keeping his defensive 
stance. If the dribbler attempts 
to gO around him, the guard 
should play low and shift in 
front of the dribbler so that he 
cannot drive towards the basket. 

The guard should play for the 
ball as it nears the floor, for 
then it is out of possession of 
the dribbler.

The diagram iliustrates the 
position the guard should take 
when he is approaching the 
dribbler from the rear.

ETWEEN Muldoon and Barry- 
more there must have been a 
strong bond and it has been 
cherished by the children of the 
latter. Ethel, Jack and Lionel 
have each spent many months in 
the Muldoon Institute at Purchase. 

It was during the stop of the 
Barrymore-Modjeska troupe at St. 
Louis that Georgia Drew placed a 
bundle into the arms of the then 
champion wrestler as she rushed 
on the stage to answer her cue. 
For the moment Muldoon thought 
the bundle was a collection of 
clothing or laundry. When he dis- 
covered that he held in his arms a 
baby only a few weeks old he be- 
came so startled he almost walk- 
ed right out of the .wings. Then 
and there he came close to being 
responsible for the first stage ap- 
pearance of no less a personage 
than Ethel] Barrymore. 

Muldoon’s theatrical experience 
even went to the extent of manag- 
ing a musical extravaganza. In 
September, 1891, the “Black 
Masque” started its career in the 
Union Square Theater, but the 
backer of the show walked out aft- 
er a few days. E. J. Henley and 
Muldoon, who had prominent 
parts, offered their services free r% 
that the rest of the company could 
have the benefit of the balance of 
the two weeks’ engagement. A 
division of the box office was made 
among the company each night, 
and Muldoon even managed the 
company through a short tour, the 
Grand Opera House, Brooklyn, be- 
ing the first stop. 

A slip of a girl attracted atten- 
tion in this, or a similar show with 
which Muldoon was connected 
and in a way that led to stardom— 
Julia Arthur. Most of all, the 
name of Marie Wainwright should 
not be omitted from those in whose 
company he appeared, for this de- 
lightful stage personage, if Dame

Mann and Max Flack alternating’ 
in the outfield. 

I was slated to pitch one game 
and the first time up Mann socked 
me for a base hit. When I went 
back to the bench Bill Carrigan, 
our manager, called me over to 
give me some advice. 

“That fellow Mann is tough hit- 
ter against left handed pitching,” 
Bill said. “The only thing to do 
is joosen up a bit. The next time 
he comes up to hit dust him off! 
Drop him in the dirt! Maybe that 
will stop him!” 

I promised Bill I would do it, 
and went on about my business. 


Meantime the Cubs .1ad_ sent 
Flack in ta replace Mann, and 
when Max came up to hit I prompt- 
ly turned loose a fast one that.fiat- 
tened him, 

When I went back to the bench, 
I was feeling pretty proud cf my- 
self. 

“Well,” I said, “I guess I showed 
that guy Mann a thing or two, 
didn’t I?” 

I thought Carrigan ,wotld ex- 
plode. He cussed me up one side 
and down tne other. And I don’t 
blame him. Can you imagine a 
pitcher not even knowing the dif- 
ference between hitters and hitting 
Max Flack in the ribs, thinking all 
the time that he was making Leslie 
Mann a victim? 

But it just goes to show how 
careless young pitchers can be, and 
it’s typical, too, of the thousand 
and one things which inexperi- 
enced pitchers will do to get in 
bad. 


Few Pitchers Have Alexander’s Control; 


He first thing any pitcher has 
T got to develop—the biggest sin- 

gle item in his whole stock of 
trade—ig control! Don’t let any- 
one kid you about it. The curve 
and the fast one are important; 
the change of pace and the other 
trick deliveries are great—but 
they're not worth a plugged nickel 
unless you have control to go with 
them. 

-And by control I don't mean the 
ability to put the ball over the 
plate somewhere between the 
shoulders and the knees, either. I 
mean the ability to hit a three- 
inch target nine throws out of ten. 
I mean the sort of control that 
lets you put that ball in the exact 
spot you want it, and to play a 
corner to the split fraction of an 


inch. 


I've seen a lot of good pitchers 
in my day. That gang I broke in 
with up in Boston was a pretty fair 
outfit. And there wasn't a man in 
the lot who didn’t spend hours on 
end getting control. Ernie Shore 
could just about drive a nail at 60 
feet and Dutch Leonard was just 
ag g00d. When they pitched they 
didn’t guess where that ball was 
going. They knew. 

In the 1926 world series, when 
Alexander struck out Tony Lazzeri 
in that crucial inning and won a 
championship, a lot of fellows 
raved about Alex's great curves.

Just to 
see Old Pete out there on the 
mound with that cocky little un- 
dersized cap pulled down over one 
ear, chewing away at his tobacco 
and pitching baseballs as easy as 
pitching hay, is enough to take 
the heart out of a fellow. I’ve 
got a hunch that if Aiex suddenly 
found himself on the moon, he’d 
just grin, pull his cap over his ear, 
and keep on chewing. He's that 
kind of a chap. Nothing rattles 
him. 

Urban Shocker was another one 
who made good control take the 
place of a lot of other’ things. 
Shocker was a mighty smart hom- 
bre out there on the mound, be- 
lieve me. Time was when he used 
to have a good assortment. of 
“stuff” too, 

But Shocker had two things that 
most amateur pitchers lack. He 
had control—and he had a lot of 
knowledge up there under that old 
baseball cap of his. And the two 
got him over many a rough, tough 
spot, belfeve me. 

As I said, the first thing any 
pitcher has to get to become some- 
thing besides a “thrower” is con- 
trol. 

And there's just one way to get 
it—that's by constant practice. 
Some day, when you're out at the 
ball park during fielding practice, 
watch the pitchers warming up. 
You'll see them all out there play- 
ing toss, old timers and youngsters 
alike. But if you watch closely 
you'll see one big difference. 

The young fellows ‘are just 
throwing—loosening up their arms 
and getting the kinks out of their 
muscles. But the old = fellows! 
They're pitching to a target with 
every ball they throw! Watch the 
fellow who is warming them up. 
You'll see him hold his glove up as 
a target on every pitch. Some- 
times he hold its over one corner 
of the plate, sometimes over the 
other. Sometimes he holds it low 
and sometimes high. But always 
the pitcher is in there trying to hit 
the mark—and if he happens to 
be in form he'll do it 29 pitches 
out of 30. If he can’t, then he’s 
still a long wev from a pitcher. 


Target Practice. 


"VE seen Shawkey pitch to a 
target for an hour at a time. 
perfecting his control. He doesn’t 
pitch hard, and he doesn't strain 
his arm with a lot of “stuff.” He 


just pitches away at that old mark. 


And other players on the club do 
the same thing. Our fellows, most 
of them, are veterans. They've 
been around. They know what 
it’s all.about. And they know just 
how important control is. 


Walter Johnson is another pitch- 
er who was great on control. He 
had to be. If Walter had been 
wild with that fast ball of his, a 
hitter wouldn't have dared to stand 
up there. It would have been mur- 
der. But you never heard fellows 
complain about hitting against 
Walter. 


You might not be able to see 
them, and he might make you look 
like a sucker when he sent that 
fast ball whizzing past your shoul- 
ders like a bullet. But always you 
could dig in there at the plate 
knowing deep in your gizzard that 
whatever else happened, he 
wouldn't “bean” you. For every 
time he pitched he knew § right 
where the ball was going. He had 
to. If he had been inclined to 
wildness with all that speed, there 


Many Things Needed to Make a Good 
Moundsman, but Control Is Best Asset 


O be a good pitcher you’ve 
T ct to have a lot of things. 

You’ve got to have a fast ball 
with a_“hop.” You've got to have 
a good curve to mix in with the 
fast one to make it effective. 
You’ve got to have a change of 
pace—for it takes a change of pace 
to throw a ‘batter off balance and 
keep him from peppering that 
curve or fast one against the wall. 

Then you've got to have pitching 
knowledge—the sort of knowledge 
that comes from experience, and 
study and hard work. It takes more 
than a sturdy pair of shoulders to 
get by in the big leagues these 
days. 

But first you’ve got to have con- 
trol, for that’s the A, B, and C in 
the pitcher’s alphabet. The great- 
est curve ball in the world isn’t 
worth a thin dime if you don’t 
know what to do with it. The 
“swift” of Walter Johnson would 
be worthless to a chap who couldn’t 
get the ball over the plate. 

Control, that’s the system. 

And control isn’t a gift that is 
born tc a man. It’s the result of 
hard, hard work and long hours of 
practice. ° : 

And in striving for control there 
are these things to remember. First 
of all, you've got to develop a 
smooth, easy, pitching motion. 
Overhand, sidearm or underhand, 
it doesn’t make any difference. The 
best one is the one that is easiest 
and most natural. 


First Rule of Pitching. 


ND you can’t afford to strain. 
The moment a pitcher starts 
to strain—"‘‘bearing down,” we 


call it in baseball—he becomes

isn't a catcher in the business 
could have caught him. 

Believe me, the catchers are the 
fellows who suffer when a pitcher 
is wild. After one game down 
South last year, when Hug was 
trying out his young pitchers, 
Johnny Grabowski was so bruised 
and battered that he had to take 
a four-day rest. Those kids had 
him diving in the dirt and jumping 
in the air. They had him running 
to the right and hopping to the 
left and when the game was fin- 
ished he had big blue bruises up 
and down both shins, on his arms 
and in about every other spot on 
his anatomy that didn’t happen 
to be covered with pads. Believe 
me, Johnny is one boy who knows 
the importance of contro! all right. 

Yet some other pitchers, like 
Matty or Coombs, or Herb Pen- 
nock—fellows who have a lot more 
“stuff” on the ball than any young- 
ster—are what the catchers call 
“rocking chair pitchers.” Which 
means that their control is so good 
that you could sit in a rocking 
chair and catcs them. ) 


The first rule of golf which 
says “make your swing easy and 
natural, and don’t press,” could 
well be named as the first rule in 
pitching, too. 

After that one’s mastered, there’s 
time enough to start work on the 
other details of curve and fast one. 

After all, the whole thing can 
be summed up in a little story of an 
incident that happened in training 
camp two years ago. Hug had a 
lot of young pitchers in camp that 
year and he appointed Bob Shaw- 
key as a sort of advisory coach. 

The kids were all anxious to 
make good and the minute Bob 
would show up they’r start calling 
him to watch their curves or take 
a look at their trick stuff. 

Bob stood it awhile without com- 
ment. 

Finally he called the gang to- 
gether. 

“Now listen, you fellows,” he 
said, “I’ve looked at curved balls 
until I’m cockeyed and I’ve watched 
fast ones until my eyeballs ache. 
Now you fellows line up there and 
try throwing at that backstop. Aft- 
er you've learned to hit that we'll 
put up a barrel and maybe in a 
week or two some of you will get 
good enough to throw a ball over 
the plate. 

“When you get that good, then 
I'll be glad to talk to you about 
pitching. Until then, I'm too busy 
to be bothered.” 

Which may sound a little hard- 
boiled, but if you were a baseball 
man, you'd understand. Shawkey 
wasn't talking through his hat at 
all. He just knew his onions, that’s 
all,

Mystery in the Audience—#r George Ariss 


HEN I was very young and 
W ambitious I wanted to be an 

omnibus conductor. Looking 
back upon that lofty aspiration, it 
seems to me the desire must have 
been borne in me because the 
busman had an audience, from 
whom he endeavored to draw re- 
sponse. 

A large part of the old London 
bus conductor’s energy was spent 
in an effort to entertain both the 
public and his fellow busmen. 

No doubt in more unfrequented 
stretches of his route he occupied 
his time thinking out his jokes, 
and took the response he got from 
hie audience as a reward! 

But we laughed more easily at 
the bus conductor than we should 
have done if he had been a paid 
cracker of wheezes in the bill at 
the Coliseum, because he was on 
the street—a difference of en- 
vironment. The attitude of the 
mind of the audience varies. 

My first work was at the Ele- 
phant and Castle Theater in the 
eighties, when “melodrama” was 
strong and plays were artificial. 
Of course, plays are artificial to- 
day; if they were not they wouldn't 
be plays. But in the eighties they 
were more stereotyped. The au- 
thors nearly always wrote them 
with rounds of applause in their 
minds, and built their situations 
out of lines and phrases’. that 
brought an automatic response. 
These plays trained the audience 
tu respond automatically, and the 
fact that they did what was ex- 
pected of them kept the authors 
doing this artificial thing. 

Obviously the audience that had 
trained itself to respond automat- 
ically to certain sentiments was not 
a thinking audience. So when, 
about 20 years ago, the “pictures” 
arrived, that particular audience 
drifted to the pictures because the 
new entertainment gave them the 
same invitation to respond auto- 
matically. 


Then the authors had to write 
for what we term a more intelli- 
gent audience—and so, by degrees. 
there has come into being the play 
of today which can still be a great 
success without being helped by 
any applause whatever. 

H the English provinces, then in

that audiences, for all fundamen- 
tal humor and fundamental emo- 
tions, are the s&ime.

On 
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Behind the Screens 


HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 5. 

The legitimate stage here soon 
may b®% part and parcel of the 
motion picture business. Already 
the film producers seem to be 
reaching out for theaters to use 
as proving grounds for material 
they plan t6 put in talking pic- 
tures. Lupino Lane’s Music Box 
Revue, for example, is being 
staged here under an arranges 
ment whereby FEducational Pic- 
tures, Inc., which stars Lane in 
screen comedies, vill, have (first 
call on any material he develops. 
It is the company’s plan to pro- 
duce talking screen revues which 
can be used in place of stage pres- 
entations in the larger picture the- 
aters. Lane, who produced musi- 
cal shows in this country and 
abroad before he became known 
on the screen, expects his revues 
to pay a profit as stage ventures, 
too, but his talent is selected pri- 
marily with an eye to the talking 
screen. 


Meanwhile Willlam Fox is pre- 
paring to launch a new double- 
width film which will permit the 
presentation of singing-talking 
pictures on a screen the size of a 
stage. The new process was dem- 
onstrated at a private showing the 
other night. Sixteen dancing girls 
went through their act on the big 
screen with as much room to spare 
as if it were a stage, and with mu- 
sic and natura] sounds of course 
heightening the illusion of reality. 
Another subject reproduced some 
of the roaring immensity of Niag- 
ara Falls with stereoscopic vivid- 
ness—the size and sound and splen- 
dor of the (falls registering with 
startling effect on the big screen. 


Whether the Fox Follies, sched- 
uled to reach the screen some time 
in 1929, will introduce the stage- 
size singing-talking picture to the- 
atergoers is not yet apparent. Ob- 
viously a double-width film would 
require installation of special pro- 
jection equipment in the theater, 
and such installations take time r; 
well as money. 

One thing, however, seems 
bound to happen if all the talking 
film revues and operettas rn mu- 
sical comedies now in production 
turn out to be more than passing 
novelties: the up-to-date screen- 
struck girl's first step toward film 
fame will be a job in the chorus. 
To survive the new era of com- 
petition, the old-style screen extra 
will h«ve to learn how to sing 
and dance. 


There is something amusing in 
the way Dorothy Burgess turned 
her back on Hollywood and casual- 
ly walked into the movies by look- 
ing always in the other @irection. 

She was born on Main street, Los 
Angeles, about eight miles from the 
center of what now is the studio 
area, Bhe Iiked motion pictures, 
and, as a child, collected pho- 
tographs of her favorite stars; but 
never thought of becomnig one 
Her parents took her te New York 
where she finished her achooling 
and turned ambitiously to painting 
and sculpture as @ career. Painting 
and sculpture still are hobbies with 
her, but she early discovered there 
was more chance of earning a iiv- 
ing on the stage. , 


Broadway applauded her as an 
ingenue and in musical comedy 
roles, She was playing a tem pestu- 
ous heroine on the Los Angeles 
stage, however, when the movies 
found her. She had happened into 
town from New York at the very 
time when producers began looking 
toward the stage for a solution of 
their talking picture troubles. And 
so it was that. back in her home 
town again at precisely the right 
moment, the girl from Main street 
found waiting for her on a platter 
one of the choicest talking picture 
roles she could have hoped for if 
sne had stayed in Hollywood and 
Struggled since childhood — the 
feminine lead in “In Old Arizona.” 

This Dorothy Burgess, by the 
way, seems to be unusually versa- 
tile even for the new era of brainy 
screen heroines. Singing, dancing, 
painting, modeling are only some 
of her talents. She also writes 
poetry, has done a short story or 
two, and is working now on a play. 
She confesses, however, that she is 
not much of a bridge player. 


Folks who wish, at least once 
every year, for a screen celebrity's 
salary with which to do their 
Christmas shopping, probably do 
not realize that some screen celeb- 
rities make the same wish. One di- 
rector spent approximately $5000 
making a public record of his Yule- 
tile greetings in the 13 publications 
which this year solicited film folk 
for personal advertisements in 
Christmas editions. And that was 
just one holiday detail, of course, 
with Christmas cards and Christ- 
mas gifts still to come.

At the Play—20 St John Ervine 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5. 
EW words have been so abused 
F in modern literature and espe- 
cially in modern drama as 
“hero” has. A dramatic critic, in- 
deed, is sometimes hard-driven to 
find a substitute for it since so 
many of the contemporary plays 
are concerned with persons in 
whom there is not one heroic im- 
pulse. We no longer speak of the 
hero; we refer to the principal 
character. The hero, if our au- 
thors are to be believed, has gone 
out of fashion, although the suc- 
cess which is attending Mr. Wal- 
ter Hampden’s revival of ' Rose 
tand’s “Cyrano de _ Bergerac," 

scarcely supports the assertion. 

In place of the valiant man we 
are given the mean and crawling 
fellow. Our sympathy is no longer 
fo. the injured heroine or the long- 
suffering and gallant hero; it is 
besought instead for the whining 
victim of circumstances, the pull- 
ing product of his environment, the 
low-spirited, helpless, machine-rid- 
den, neurotic ‘“poor-mouth,” as 
Ulstermen call him, who is per- 
petually groaning and snivelling 
over his miserable lot and begging 
God to help him when he might 
more manfully say, “I will help 
God!” 

I do not know who began this 
business of exalting the excessive- 
ly humble and meek, but I blame 
Mr. Galsworthy for calling too 
much attention to the wormlike 
person in modern drama. Falder, 
in his play, “Justice’—Mr, John 
Barrymore acted the part in New 
XYork—may be regarded as the fa- 
ther of #1 the weaklings and 
creepy-crawlies who flourish in 
the contemporary plays. 

ND perhaps Sue Bridehead, in 

Hardy’s “Jude the Obscure,” 

may be suspected of mothering 
them. She certainly was the first 
of the dreepy-drippy heroines who 
neither know what they want nor 
want it when they hear about it. 
Falder cringes through the world, 
as if he were the son of Uriah 
Heep, but Mr. Galsworthy does not 
invite for him, as Dickens invited 
for Heep, the contempt and scorn 
of his readers: he invites instead 
pity that is almost admiration. We 


ere expected to feel some sympathy 


for this fellow who cannot stand 
up to life or take a blow without 
whimpering, but must always 
spread out his hands in an impotent 
gesture as who should say, “I'm 
only a worm, Don't be hard on 
me.”’ 

When I compare Falder’ with 
that “nice, unparticular man,” 
Gabriel Oak, in another of Hardy’s 
stories—the man who when mis- 
fortunes fell heavily upon him, took 
his stick in his hand, and without 
a moan began his life again—lI 
feel singularly impatient with Fal- 
der; and when I remember the 
brave, boastful Gascon that Ros- 
tand created, I feel my fists itch- 
ing for a smack at the creepy- 
crawlies who continually complain 
of their fate and their neighbors 
and their familes and their work, 
of everythiag and everybody ex- 
cept themselves. It is impossible to 
keep count of the pieces in which 
forcible-feebles whine their way

from the cradle to the grave, but 
undoubtedJy the dismal doctrine 
that man is the creature of his en- 
vironment had much to do with the 
invention of the backboneless hero, 
just as the doctrine of psycho-an- 
alysis has much to do with the 


‘yogue of the play in which man is 


shown as a throwback to primor- 
dial sliminess. 


ONSIDER such a piece as “Tho 
Front Page,” that play which 
owes s0 much to its director 
and its performers and so little to 
its authors, and enquire of your- 
self whether there is a single per- 
son in it who would not have been 
better drowned at birth. The over- 
wrought harlot might, perhaps, es- 
cape condemnation, but is there 
any other person, male or female, 
in the cast who is not entirely 
contemptible? The girl to whom 
the yvoung star reporter is engaged 
to be married? How can we tell 
when all that we are told of her Is 
negative. 

I do not regard “The Front 
Page” as anything but a _ gross 
travesty on newspaper life—a far 
better play than this nasty piece, 
“Gentlemen of the Press,” deserved 
greater success, for its people were 
recognizable human beings and its 
dialogue was infinitely finer than 
the gutter speech with which “The 
Front Page” is filled—but ever if 
it were not a travesty, what is 
there in it, apart from the skil) of 
Mr. Kaufman who directed it and 
the ability of the actors who per- 
form it, to excite our admiration? 
We aré’shown a group of men who 
are boozers and gamblers, utterly 
uncompassionate, selfish and mean 
and treacherous to each other. 
When one of them makes a 
“scoop,” the others inform the po- 
lice and have him arrested! What 
g@ bunch of comrades! What a lot 
of loyal friends! What models for 
the young to copy: . 

When the curtain falls on this 
foul gang of thugs, there can be 
only one desire in the mind of ev- 
ery decent person, that a machine- 
gun will be turned on them so that 
they shall be shot to pieces. The 
authors might justly repeat to 
themselves the saying of Longinus, 
“If we meet no heroes, it is be- 
cause we harbor none.” 


N Miss Treawell’s more impor- 
[ tant piece, ‘‘Machinal,” we were 

offered a heroine who commit- 
ted murder because her Hfe was 
dingy. There she was, full of am- 
bition to live freely, largely, spa- 
ciously, to be herself and to fulfil 
herself, but whenever she attempt- 
ed to lead her own life, something 
stopped her. ‘So she murdered her 
husband and was condemned to dic 
in the electric chair. Our sympa- 
thy was asked, not for the unfor- 
tunate husband whom she slew, 
but for her, because life was too 
much for her. She was the victim 
of circumstances, the creature of 


her environment, or perhaps she 
suffered from too many inhibitions 


and could not loosen her libido. 


In a dozen other pieces we are 
shown men and women writhing 
in the grip of machines, and ars 
urged to. believe that the citizen 
who commutes is a compound of 
misery and servility. The particu- 


lar object of all the contemptuous 
pity that authors bestow on their 
fellow creatures seems to be the 
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bank clerk. Other men may have Mary 


moments of happiness, 
is no moment of happiness for him. 
His home is unhappy, for his wife 
never ceases to nag him 


ing brats. He hates his neighbors, 
who are as abject as himseif. There 
is always a crowd in the subway 
so that he has to stand, and the 
rain perpetually drips upon him 
when he appears tn any street. In 
the bank he is bullied. Customers 
gall him; superiors find him In 
fault, and his equals and inferiors 
scheme to oust him from his posi- 
tion or to increase his unhappiness, 
There is no health in him, 
io such a character in it? T have 
seen two in the past six 
months. The bank clerk, the res- 
ident in the suburbs, these are the 
butts of the modern dramatists 
who beg us to believe that to be a 
bank clerk or a suburban house- 
holder is to be the least of God's 
creatures; a worm without even a 
worm’'s ability to turn. Yet in my 
infrequent visits to banks, I have 
seen bank clerks smile, even laugh 
outright. When they speak to 
me, as sometimes they do, I catch 
no trace of servility in their tones, 
nor do I detect the note of irreme- 
diable misery in their yoices. They 
seem to my Bimple eyes to be 


AVE you not seen a play with 


hearty men, doing difficult work: 


with great skill, and to be far 
happier and less servile than many 
writing-persons that I have known. 
I do not, indeed, believe in this 
legend of their abjection and 
creepy-crawliness, and I imagine if 
one of them were to meet and be 


pitied by the sort of author to. 


whom I am new referring, that 
author would promptly find him- 
self the owner of a black eye. 

It was, perhaps, inevitable that 
the hero should fall into disrepute 
with authors when machines be- 
gan to be important in our lives, 
but heroes remain with us, nor 
can any machine ever obtain the 
mastery of man. “We still have 
judgment here,” said Macbeth 
when he deliberated over the mur- 
der of Duncan, and although a 
man maybe a mechanic, yet he is 
not therefore mechanical. At any 
moment, the least impressive per- 
son among us may be transfigured 
and wrought again in the pattern 
of the heroes. For my part, I sus- 
pect that those authors who see in 
mankind only mean and servile 
persons, do so because they are 
themselves mean and servile. 

They: ascribe to the rest of us 
what should be ascribed exclusively 
to themselves. Being elaves 
themselves, they detect servility in 
everybody, and having no decent 
ideas in their minds, they believe 
that there kre no decent ideas in 
any minds. Well, their day will be 
brief. Mankind cannot live oh igno- 
bility. Either we must have heroes 
or we shall die. In other days the 
bards heartened the heroes by re- 
minding them of their divinely- 


heroic origin.

Smith and controlled the 
campaign continue to dominate 
the party, Texas and the _ entire 
South will cease to be Democratic, 
the East will not be controlled, 
the West will be permanently es- 
tranged, and the party will break 
up. some of its voters going to the 
Republican party, others remain- 
ing with the organization and oth- 
ers becoming independents.” 

Stresses Prohibition. 

Prohibition, immigration, the 
tariff, and honesty in government 
were mentioned by Box as requir- 
ing attention, and he said he would 
“gladly contribute the best:of my 
humble efforts to the upbuilding 
and maintenance of a Democratic 
party having conviction, cohesive- 
ness, courage and efficiency, and 
living to serve the nation.”

Many sociologists still try to carry 
on their work within the frame- 
work imposed by their, fundament- 
al adherence to the’ theological 
order, deceptively rationalized, and 
even among the psychiatrists—the 
last persons on earth who would 
be suspected of such sympathies— 
there are some who cling to the 
emotional and unreasoning atti- 
tude. 

A Nevolution in Attitude. 

What confronts us now is the 
revolution in attitude implied by 
the substitution of the scientific 
and experimental approach to liv- 
ing for the dictates of supernatural 
revelation. Many groups of scien- 
tists, natural, psychological and 
social are at work amassing infor- 
mation astothe nature of man and 
his social setting, and it is very like- 
ly that they will be able to provide 
rational guidance for human be- 
havior before we are sufficiently 
free of the religious fixation to be 
willing to accept it. 

Unquestionably, the most discon- 
certing of all the phases of modern 
scientific advance to those who ad- 
here to the older outlook has been 
conteniporary astrophysics. This 
is infinitely more disruptive of the 
older cosmology. theology and 
morality than evolutionary biology. 
which can, by heroic exegesis, 
made to conform to a geocentric 
point of view. 

It is practically impossible for 
us to envisage or describe the ex- 
tent of even that small portion of 
the cosmos, known man, in

Standards of measurement. The 
unit of m@asurement long popular 
in contemporary astrophysics—the 
light-year of six trillion miles (the 
distance traveled by a ray of light 
in a year)—has now been aban- 
doned for extensive celestial! calcu- 
lations and has been supplanted 
by the parsec. a unit of approxi- 
mately 19 million million miles. To 
illustrate its application to cosmic 
measurements and also to show 
the extensive nature of heavenly 
spaces it may be said that we now 
have discovered some 95 globular 
clusters of stars and that some of 
these clusters occupy an arc of 
seventy thousand parsecs. 

As indicating the rapid nature 
of our progress in discovering the 
vastness of the univserse or uni- 
verses, it may be pointed out that 
more than 30 of these clusters have

Contemporary astrophysical 
coveries have been 
the progress of 


dis- 
paralleled by 
research in an- 
thropoiocgy, the history of religiors 
and Biblical criticism, which hes 
clearly indicated the nature of the 
Bible and the origins of our con. 
ventional religious beliefs. These 
types of scholarship hate proved 
the lack of evidence for any jus- 
tification of the ancient absorp 
tion with eschatology and the ef- 
fort to attain heaven and avoid 
hell. This has necessitated a com- 
plete revolution in the accepted 
views of the purpose of life. 

This earth can no longer b?2 
viewed as a temporary training 
camp, preparatory for life in the 
New Jerusalem. Rather, it can 
be rationally regarded at present 
in no other way than as a place 
in which man should make himself 
as happy as possible during his 
temporary existence here upon 
earth. 

“The Right to Be Happy.” 

Not only must the objectives of 


a life be reduced to a secular 


ane, but we may now definitely 


}enuncijiate and defend “the right to 


be happy.” The old theologica) ta- 
boo upon secular felicity !n a ter- 
restrial setting was based upon su- 
pernatural considerations which we 
may now discard with safety and 
assurance. Modern science, especial- 
ly mental hygiene, has indicated 
the desirability of freeing ourselves 
from the inferiority-complex and 
the fears and worries which are 
prescribed for the faithful Funda- 
inentalist Christian. 

Much better is the ancient Greek 
ideal of serenity and self-confi- 
Gefice. Likewise, the Christian 
solemnity should be replaced by 
the frank joy of life. A sharp dis- 
tinction must be made between 
solemnity and seriousness, the ab- 
sence of this differentiation being 
one of the chief defects of con- 
temporary civilization, particularly 
the civilization of Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ples. 

To be sure, we may concede at 
the outset that happiness need not 
be identified with the tastes of 
Cassanova or Fatty Arbuckle, on 
the one hand, nor with those of 
Immanuel Kant, Anthony Com- 
stock, Wayne B. Wheeler or Irving 
Fisher on the other. We must 
formulate a conception of happi- 
ness which will be sufficiently 
comprehensive and well grounded. 

Perhaps, as a statement of gen- 
eral principles. we can do no bet- 
ter than to revert to the one great 
previous effort to formulate ethical 
principles on secular foundations. 
namely, the ethics of the Greeks 
and particularly Aristotle’s concep- 
tion of virtue as the “happy mean.” 
But we can go further than the 
Greeks in transforming this gén- 
eralized formula into terms of 
specific guidance through our pres- 
ent-day knowledge of biology, 
psychology, psychiatry and _ s50- 
ciology.

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Count Tolstoy Gets Data 
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On Caribou Migration 


Returns to Winnipeg After 1000-Mile Journey 
in North Country for New York Natu- 
ral History Museum, 


By the Associated Press, 

WINNIPEG, Man., Jan. 5.—Aft- 
er a iC¢@-mile journey into the 
north country, Count Ilya Tolstoy, 
grandson of the noted Russian 
author, was back in civilization to- 
day with considerable data an 
Caribou migration and accompan- 
ied by a trapper who has spent 15 
of his 34 years living as an Eski- 
mo. : 

The Tolstoy expedition, which 
Was Sent out by the Museum of 
Natural History’ of New York, 
spent several months in the bar- 
ren tands, 1000 miles north of the 
Pas, Manitoba, over which the 
Caribou cross by the thousands in 
their search for winter quarters. 

The trapper, who made his first 
trip out of the north country in 15 
years with the Tolstoy party, is 
George Yandle who makes his 
home in a snow-covered hit on the 
shore of Lake Neultin, several hun- 
dred miles north of here. 

Today he had discarded his hab- 
itual garb of the Eskimo and was 
arrayed in the latest fashion of 
civilization. For the first time in 
15 years he was wearing a pair 
of boots and a “store-made”™ suit, 
and to cap the climax he addeda 
pair of spats, 

But civilization hol ‘. no perma- 


_- 


nent attraction to Yandle who 
plans to return to the north with- 
in a month. He said he has en- 
joyed his life among the Indians 
and Eskimos and had been ill but 
once when he contracted influ- 
enza during an epidemic. 

His hut is located 400 miles from 
the nearest fur trading post where 
he disposes of his annual catch fer 
supplies. Reindeer meat cnd froz- 
en fish, he said, are his principal 
food but unlike the Eskimo he 
adds some luxuries of civilization. 
At the trading post he obteins tea 
at $3 a pound; sugar at $2; tobac- 
co at $8, and a 98-pound sack of 
flour for $1.0. 

Count Tolstoy on his expedition 
was accompanied by Horace Ash- 
ton and W. J. Casel and uw party of 
Indian guides and trappers. They 
journeyed 1000 miles by canoe to 
the far northern post of Windy 
Lake and on the return 800 miles 
were made by dog sied in 28 days. 

The expedition found that due 
to the Surning of the woods in th» 
vicinity of Reindeer Lake, the 
Caribou have been forced to seek 
new Winter shelter. Ths party 
made moving pictures of the mi- 
gration. Tolstoy said he found the 
caribou quite tame and believed 
they could easily be domesticated.

GRAVE, DOCTORS SAY 


Outlook, However, Is‘ Not Ene 
tirely Hopeless, Bulletin 
From Bedside Asserts.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 5.-~ 
Tex Rickard’s resistance in his 
fight for life following a relapse 
last night, after an operation for 
appendicitis, was slightly reduced 
tonight, said an official bulletin 
given out by Dr. H, B, Adkins, 
Rickard’s physician, 

The bulletin, issued at 9:18 
o'clock read: 

“Practically the same condition 
existed tonight as this afternoon, 
Mr. Rickard's resistance was pos- 
siblty slightly lowered. His teme« 
perature remains at 103; and his 
pulse had increased from 13823 at 
4 o'clock to 140 at 9 o'clock.” 

At 8 o'clock Dr. Adkins and Dr. 
Henry Craig Fleming. Mre. Rick- 
ard’s personal physician, who ar- 
rived here tonight by airplane, held 
a consultation in Rickards room. 

A bulletin issued at Allyon Hos- 
pital at 4 p. m. by three attending 
physiclans read: 

“Mr. Rickard’s condition {sg still 
critical. The patient is very toxic 
with a temperature of 103 and a 
pulse of 132. The outlook is grave 
but not entirely hopeless.” 

“I'm going to win this fight, 
Jack,” the New York fight pro- 
moter told Jack Dempsey, when 
the ex-heavyweight champion 
talked to him for a few minutes 
today. 

One consulting physician was 
called to Rickard’s bedside today 
by airplane from New York City, 
and another plane was in San- 
tiago, Cuba, in the attempt 
to bring Dr. William Mayo, 
Rochester, Minn., surgeon, here, 
Advices from Cuba quoted Mayo as 
saying “I am 63 years old and do 
not feel like taking any air trips.” 
The New York physician was Dr. 
Robert Emony Brennan, He was to 
have left Mineola, L. I. flying field 
this afternon, but because of bad 
weather had to postpone the start 
until tomorrow. 

The condition of Rickard at mid- 
night was reported by Dr. Adkins 
to have been unchanged. Dr. Ad- 
kins left the hospital shortly after- 
ward and sald he would not return

Theologian Not an Authority. 
Two things, then, are perhaps 
most conspicuous about the sources 
of guidance for the “sood life’ in 
terms of a contemporaneous view 
of things: (1) the multiplicity of 
those secular sciences and fields of 
endeavor which must be drawn 
upon, and (2) the entire absence 
of the theologian in this process. 
The theologian, in the modern 
scheme of things, has no more 
propriety in morals and esthetics 
than in engineering or 
chemistry. The Bible, as_ such, 
need not be approached with any 
more reverential awe respecting its 
injunctions with regard to human 
conduct than we might bring to it | 
when exploiting it in studying the 
history of medicine or cosmology. 
If the Ten Commandments are to 
be obeyed today, it should-only be 
when their precepts and 
can be proved to square with the 
best natural and social science of 
the present time. They must be 
subjected to the same objective 
scientific scrutiny as that to which 
we would submit the cosmology of 
Genesis or the medical views in 
Leviticus.

Ethel Barrymore’s Debut. 


ETWEEN Muldoon and Barry- 
more there must have been a 
strong bond and it has been 
cherished by the children of the 
latter. Ethel, Jack and Lionel 
have each spent many months in 
the Muldoon Institute at Purchase. 

It was during the stop of the 
Barrymore-Modjeska troupe at St. 
Louis that Georgia Drew placed a 
bundle into the arms of the then 
champion wrestler as she rushed 
on the stage to answer her cue. 
For the moment Muldoon thought 
the bundle was a collection of 
clothing or laundry. When he dis- 
covered that he held in his arms a 
baby only a few weeks old he be- 
came so startled he almost walk- 
ed right out of the .wings. Then 
and there he came close to being 
responsible for the first stage ap- 
pearance of no less a personage 
than Ethel Barrymore. 

Muldoon’s theatrical experience 
even went to the extent of manag- 
ing a musical extravaganza. In 
September, 1891, the “Black 
Masque” started its career in the 
Union Square Theater, but the 
backer of the show walked out aft- 
er a few days. E. J. Henley and 
Muldoon, who had prominent

| cloak of the daring soldier of fortune and introduced to the world 
his conception of Dumas’ dashing hero. At that time costume pie- 
——. tures were generally taboo, the public wanted only modern characters 
gaid the theater managers, but contrary to this belief the costume 
portion of the picture most deeply impressed the public. In this 
fleeting episode Douglas Fairbanks revitalized the days of chivalry 
and brought back the lustre of a glamorous and romantic period. 

But if the public's measure of approval was its applause, with 
Fairbanks it was devotion. He had found D’Artagnan and D’Artag- 
nan had foun¢d Douz—some day, he resolved, he would make the 
picturesque sor of Gascony ride and fight his way through an epic 
picture. A brave resolve in those days when five and six reels were 
considered super pictures and production costs could be met without 
free access to the sub-treasury bullding. 

It was several years later, in 1921, after Fairbanks had become 
an independent producer, financing his gwn creations and without the 
restrictions of budgets and efficiency engineers, that he decided to 
bring to realization this earlier ambition. The result was “The Three 
Musketeers.” It told the story largely as the elder Dumas outlined it, 
but the Interpretation was strictly Fairbanksian. Bndowed with the 
electric energy of his delineator, D’Artagnan rode and fought and 
loved through twelve reels of the most exciting film that had yet 
been offered to the public. 

When the cost sheets were tallied it was found that “The Three 
Musketeers” had climbed into that lofty sphere of motion picture 
production where red ink is all too often a substitute for the laurel 
wreath of the ambitious producer. But the Fairbanks enthusiasm for 
D’Artagnan was contagious, the public took the valiant musketeer to

“Gentlemen of the Press,” deserved 
greater success, for its people were 
recognizable human beings and its 
dialogue was infinitely finer than 
the gutter speech with which “The 
Front Page” is filled—but even if 
it were not a travesty, what is 
there in it, apart from the skil) of 
Mr. Kaufman who directed it and 
the ability of the actors who per- 
form_it. to excite our admiration? 
We aré’shown a group of men who 
are boozers and gamblers, utterly 
uncompassionate, selfish and mean 
and treacherous to each other.

What a lot 
of loyal friends! What models for 
the young to copy: . 

When the curtain falls on this 
foul gang of thugs, there can be

The 
authors might justly repeat to 
themselves the saying of Longinus, 
“I? we meet no heroes, it is be- 
cause we harbor none.”

lar object of all the contemptuous 
pity that authors bestow on their 
fellow creatures seems to be the 
bank clerk. Other men may have 
moments of happiness, but there 
is no moment of happiness for him. 
His home is unhappy, for his wife 
never ceases to nag him  Uis chil- 
dren, if he has any. are puny, wail. 
ing brats. He hates his neighbors, 
who are as abject as himseif. There 
is always a crowd in the subway 
so that he has to stand, and the 
rain perpetually drips upon him 
when he appears tn any street. In 
the bank he is bullied. Customers 
gall him; superiors find him in 
fault, and his equa's and inferiors 
scheme to oust him from his posi- 
tion or to.increase his unhappiness. 
There is no health in him. 


AVE you not seen a play with 
such a character in it? I have 
seen two in the past si 
months. The bank clerk, the res- 
ident in the suburbs, these are the 
butts of the modern dramatists 
who beg us to believe that to be a 
bank clerk or @ suburban house- 
holder is to be the least of God's 
creatures; a worm without even a 
worm’'s ability to turn. Yet in my 
infrequent visits to banks, I have 
seen bank clerks smile, even laugh 
outright. When they epeak to 
me, as sometimes they do, I catch 
no trace of servility in their tones, 
nor do I detect the note of frreme- 
diable misery in their voices. They 
seem to my Bimple eres to be 
hearty men, doing difficult work 
with great skill. and to be far 
happier and less servile than many 
writing-persons that I have known, 
I do not, indeed, believe in this 
legend of their abjection and 
creepy-crawliness, and I imagine if 
one of them were to meet and be 
pitied by the sort of author to 
whom I am now referring. that 
author would promptly find him- 
self the owner of a black eye. 

It was, perhaps, inevitable that 
the hero should fall into disrepute 
with authors when machines 
gan to be important in our lives, 
but heroes remain with us, nor 
can any machine ever obtain the 
mastery of man. “We still have 
judgment here,” said Macbeth 
when he deliberated over the mur- 
der of Duncan, and although a 
man may be a mechanic, yet he is 
not therefore mechanical. At an} 
monient, the least impressive per- 
son among us may be transfigured 
and wrought again in the pattern 
of the heroes. For my part. I sus- 
pect that those authors who see in 
mankind only mean and servile 
persons, do so because they are 
themselves mean and servile. 

They ascribe to the rest of Us 
what should be ascribed exclusively 
to themselves. Being slaves 
themselves. they detect servility in 
everybody, and having no decent 
ideas in their minds, they believe 
that there nre no decent ideas in 
any minds. Well, their day will be 
brief. Mankind cannot live on igno- 
bility. Either we must have heroes 
or shall die. In other days the 
bards heartened the heroes by re- 
minding them of their divinely- 
heroic origin.

| First Nicaragua Route 


Survey Started in 1850. 


The first careful survey of canal possibil- 
¢ties in Nicaragua was made in 1850 to 1852 
by Col. Childs for the American Atlantic é 
Pacific Ship Canal Co., headed by Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, and the route then mapped out 
is practically the same as the one now under 
consideration. The Vanderbilt project failed, 
but investigations and surveys went on. The 
United States Government became tncreasing- 
ly interested. Surveys were made by Capt. 
Lull of the United States Navy in 1872. by 
the Interoceanic Canal Commission in 1876, 
by Chief Engineer Menocal of the United 
States Navy In 1884, by the Nicaragua Canal 
Board in 1895, by the Nicaragua Canal Cam- 


sive from an engineering point of view. The 
Commission spent two years and more than 
31,000,000 on the job. It went into the 
history of previous canal projects, assembled 
a Vast amount of data on the industrial, mili- 
tary and commercial value of a  shipway 
across the isthmus, plotted in détail a route 
through Nicaragua and recommended that 
this route, rather than the Panama route, be 
adopted by Congress. 


Blueprints Made in 1901 
Invaluable Guide to Route. 


The work of the Commission is trul} 
monumental, When the new canal comes to 
be built, the blueprints of the eminent engi- 
neers of the Commission will serve as an in- 
valuable guide, and beyond doubt will folluw 
essentially the route that they recommended. 
There will be some changes, of course, for 
we are thinking of canals in bigger terms 
‘han in 1901 and the science of engineering 
has advanced, but the route and the general 
plan may be regarded as having been settled 
by the report of that year. 

This report is the latest engineering word 
on the project. It is with a view to bringing 
it up to date by the addition of new eungi- 
neering and economic data that Senator Wal- 
ter E. Edge (Rep.) of New Jersey, the lead- 
ing sponsor of the Nicaraguan cana! idea in 
the Senate, has proposed in a resolution that 
the army engineers be allowed $150,000 for 
a survey. The resolution is on the Senate 
calendar after a favorable report by the 
Con mittee on Interoceanic Canals, of which 
Edge is the chairman. It represents a def- 
inite step toward the second linking of the 
oceans. 

The Commission of nine members report- 
ed unanimously in 1901 that “the most prae 
tical and feasible route for an isthmian ca- 
nal, to be under the control, man .gement 
and ownership of the United States, is that 
known as the Nicaraguan route.” Previous- 
ly, there had been other favorable reports 
upon this route. Why, then, was not the 
Nicaraguan route chosen in the first place? 


Nicaraguan Route at That 

Time Cheaper Than Panama. 

The choice lay between this and the Pan- 
ama route. Each had its peculiar advantages. 
What apparently turned the scales in favor of 
Nicaragua, in the report of 1901, was the ex- 
orbitant price then being asked for its work 
and rights by the French company which had 
started to build across Panama, This price 
made the Nicaraguan project the cheaper of 
the two. Moreover, there were certain treaty 
difficulties with Colombia. 

Later the French company reduced its price 
to a figure which made the estimated cost of 
the Panama ¢ana) somewhat less than that 


overcome. The Commission in 1402, in view 
of the changed conditions, reversed itself to 
favor the Panama route. It did not, however, 
modify any of its views as to the complete 
feasibility of the Nicaraguan project. 

Congress voted for the Panama route, and 
in November, 1903, a treaty was signed be- 
tween the United States and Panama author- 
izing the construction of the canal. It was 
completed in 12 years after the authorization 
by Congress and 10 years after order by the 
President, three years of which were con- 
sumed in organizing and reorganizing. The 
Nicaraguan project is larger, but it was esti- 
mated by the engineers in 1901 that it could 
be completed in two years’ less actual work- 
ing time than the Panama canal. 


Why New Canal Across 
the Isthmus Is Needed. 


Why another canal] across the isthmus? One 
large.reason can be found in the reports show- 
ing the amazing growth of traffic through the 
Panama canal. In the first year of its oper- 
ation it handled about 1000 ships; for the 
last fiscal year the total was 6456. The ton- 
nage annually passing through the canal has 
grown from less than 5,000,000 to 30,000,000, 
on which tolls are collected amounting to 
$27,000,000. Since the first full year of oper- 
ation, the business of the canal has doubled 
every five years. That it will continue ex- 
panding at this rate is not to be expected, but 
Senator Edge has calculated, from official re- 
ports, that in 12 more years the full capacity 
of the canal as now constructed will have 
been reached. 

Army engineers have estimated that the 
addition of a new single set of locks, costing 
$100,000,000, would give the canal a total 
tonnage capacity of 100,000,000, and that any 


fected by its conversion into a sea-level canal, 
for which the estimates range around a billion 
dollars. 

In any event, there is reason to believe, 
with Senator Edge, that the maximum of the 
facilities of the Panama canal, even though 
they be enlarged as has been suggested, wi)! 
be reached in a relatively short time. Con- 
sidering that it will take from eight to 19 
years to build a new canal, to which must be 
added the time required for new surveys and 
for negotiations with Nicaragua and the other 
Central American countries involved, we are 
confronted with a problem that demands, as 
Edge has said, “immediate and serious” con- 


sideration. 


Nicaraguan Route Would 

Shorten Trip 434 Miles. 

But there is another reason, quite apart 
from the rapid growth of traffic through 
Panama. why the matter of another cana! is 
veceiving attention.

The Commission 
of 1901 estimated the saving between At- 
lantic and Pacific ports at roughly one day. 

For commerce between the North Atlantic 
ports and the west coast of South America, 
the Panama route is the shorter. But of all 
‘he Panama traffic, only 21 per cent is to or 
from the west coast of South America and 
79 per cent is elsewhere. For this 79 per 
cent, the Nicaraguan canal would afford the 
shorter route: 

Senator Edge has shown what this time- 
sav.ng would mean in money.

The political importance of the canal was 
stressed by Senator Edge in a recent speech 
before the Academy of Political and Social 
Science at Philadelphia. 

“The better understanding between Nica- 
ragua and the United States, with this gi- 
gantic project being developed right through 
that country, cannot be overestimated,” he 
said. “It likewise brings us near Costa Rica, 
beca..e a large portion of the canal would 
norder that country. Our rights on Fonseca 
Bay for @ naval station, which are a part of 
the treaty with Nicaragua already concluded, 
would give us close contact with Salvador 
and Nicaragua, Therefore, by undertaking 
to carry out this proposition, a practical con- 
rtructive contribution to trade and commeree, 
we are likewise through close association 
brought into almost dally eontact with four- 
fifths of Central America.”

WHAT PREMIER MANIU MIGHT DO. 

Iuliu Maniu, the new premier of Rumania, is in 
an exceptional position to understand the injustices 
wrought on Hungary by the Treaty of Trianon, and 
to realize their inevitable consequences. 
Maniu is a native of Transylvania. He was a mem- 
ber and for many years a leader of the Rumanian 
minority under the harsh rule of the Austrian em- 
pire. He protested on behalf of the Rumanian mi- 
nority against the injustices suffered by his people. 

Under the Treaty of Trianon Transylvania was 
turned over to Rumania. In Transylvania is a large 
«roup of Hungarians—Magyars—who were arbitrar- 
jly alienated and placed under Rumanian rule, against 
their will. They have suffered many wrongs from 
the Rumanian Government, which it is reported, 
Mr. Maniu will attempt to rectify. But the great 
wrong, as Mr. Maniu well knows by experience, was 
the arbitrary alienation of these people from their 
own country to foreign rule.

MR. PHILLIPS’ GLOWING REPORT. 

Alroy S. Phillips, chairman, has a glowing report 
to make as to the operation of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Commission. Since it went into office in 
November, 1926, only 100 of 185,000 cases hare been 
appealed to the courts from the commission’s find- 
ings. Injured workmen are receiving an average of 
$132.70 for each injury, while under the old litiga- 
tion method of settling disputes between employer 
and employe, the average was between $50 and $69. 
out of which lawyers got a fee. 

Mr. Phillips’ conception of the commission's func- 
tion is to abandon the legalistic method entirely and 
strip the settlement of personal injury cases free of | 
technicalities. Thus, instead of injury resulting in | 


| 


| Injured men are not harassed by re- 
_ lease hounds because no release is valid without 
the commission's approval. When the commission 
hears a case, it is not governed by rules of evi- 
dence, but permits the introduction of any point 
either side has to make. 

Because personal injury cases are so simplified, Mr. 
Phillips says the legal profession has practically 
abandoned practice under the compensation act as a 
| means of income. He recalls that he was once called | 
a radical and a dangerous man because he got up be- | 
fore a body of lawyers and told them it was his in- | 
tention to eliminate lawsuits in employers’ personal | 
injury cases; in other words, to make it unnecessary 
for an injured man to pay out to lawyers a large 
part of any judgment he might obtain.

The New Tariff Law 


No one who knows anything about Congress believes that “common sense will govern 
the drafting of the proposed tariff revision bill”; it will be enacted into law by 
the same back-scratching, log-rolling methods that have always prevailed in this 


legislation. 


From the New Republic. 


HE Republican party was returned to 


office last November with what may be 
construed, by anyone with a passion for 
construing, as a mandate to overhaul the 
tariff. It has been six years since the last 
tariff bill was passed. After six years, even 
a sound tariff bill, supposing one were pos- 
sible, might need repairs. No one who 
knows anythimg about Congress will believe 
for a moment the fantastic assertion that 
“common sense will govern the drafting of 
the proposed tariff revision bill.” Com- 
mon sense has never governed the drafting 
of any American tariff bill. It ia equally 
absurd to maintain that “the rates will be 
just what the facts to be deduced from the 
testimony to be presented at the hearings 
warrant.” Unless a miracle occurs between 
now and next gummer the rates in the Haw- 
ley-Smoot bill will be arrived at exactly as 
rates have been arrived at tn other recent 
tariff bills, that is, as a result of back-stage 
bargaining made possible—and even essen- 
tialby the disuse of any machinery for 
carrying out a tariff policy in a scientific 
fashion. Tariff bills are what they are, not 
because any person is ever satisfied with 
any one of them but because individuals 
and groups are satisfied with the items 
which most directly concern their own in- 
terests. They are the expression of the 
dominant business forces of the country and 
of the party which represents those forces, 
yet they are as bungling. as inefficient and 
as uneconomical as legislation could well be.

The forthcoming tariff bill will be true 
to pattern. It will have its beginnings in 
hearings of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, scheduled to begin at the end 
of the first week in January and to termi- 
nate at the end of February. These hear- 
ings will be controlled by the 15 Republican 
members of the main committee, organized 
into sub-committees of three members each. 
The witnesses before the committee and its 
subdivisions will be principally voluntary 
and principally parties in interest. The 
consumer may have his hearing, yet it 
seems to be accepted as the logic of the 
ituation that it is not the consumer but 
the manufacturer, worker and farmer who 
ts being protected, and who is entitled to 
consideration.

The new tariff bill will be prepared at 
the close of the hearings and after the fina! 
adjournment of the present Congress. It 
wilh be presented, if the conten®plated

soon after Mr. Hoover's inauguration. No 
Democratic member of the House Ways and 
Means committee will have a finger in mak- 
ing it, or will so much as know what is in 
it until it is ready to be voted upon. Nor, 
under the House rules, will any Democratic 
member or any nonconformist Republican 
member be given an opportunity to question 
seriously any of its schedules. Few will 
even attempt to understand it. A week or 
10 days will see it through the House. In 
the Senate a somewhat less Prussian pro- 
gram will be followed, if only because Sena- 
tors are proud creaturer and object to be- 
ing dragooned. The Senate floor and com- 
mittee rooms will hear much oratory and 
fervent discussion. But the measure finally 
adopted, which may differ radically from 
the original House measure, will be shaped 
as a result of negotiations between opposing 
interests. Rateg will be forced up or down, 
not by “common sense” or by “facts de- 
duced from testimony,” but by logrolling 
and back-scratching. Nothing tn the Re- 
publican platform, the utterance of Re- 
publican spokesmen, from Mr. Hoover 
down, or the Republican record promises 
anything else, once the meaning is dug out 
of the superfluous verbiage. 

We do not suggest a panacea, unless it 
is to be found in a tariff commission head- 
ed by scholars instead of lobbyists. We da 
suggest that here is an economic problem of 
large dimensions to which our former Sec- 
retary of Commerce might well give some 
attention after the fourth day of next 
March. We should like to see what a first. 
class engineering mind might do to our 
rickety and obsolete 
chinery.

Vauxhall Motors, Ltd., England, 
has only one American in its én- 
tire personnel. The car is popular 
in the overseas market, especially 
possessions, where its 
merits have been known for years. 
It recently attracted attention in 
I-ingland in an unusual test in 
Which a Vauxhall sedan was driven 
over a cliff and after turning a 
double somersault was driven away 
under its own power. The test was 
witnessed by 200 British journaJ- 
ists.

fined them. Almost everyone has had 
a longing at one time or another——it 1 
usually suppressed—to do just this and 
here Mr. and Mrs. Lighty tell of thes 
experience in. reducing the cost of liv 
ing——and consequently CS complexity ' 
from $10,000 a year to less than $1900 
It is essentially the story of an escape 
and of many discoveries

HEN you get tired of your job and get to thinking 
how nice it would be to take a more or less indefinite 
is always the high cost of living, 
like a Nemesis just around the corner, ready to spoil 
all the fun the moment you stop drawing pay 
checks. Abandoned New England farms are popularly 
supposed to solve the problem of existence on nothing 
a week. But several of our friends have tried that, and 
eome back with a frost-bitten stare and a detached 
manner of talking that made us feel as though they 


in a better homes show. Chris estl- 
mated that he had spent more than 
$1200 on it, but he finally sold it to 
us for $390 

This was more like our plana Im- 
mediately we got busy, and in leas 
time than you might think we had 
spent $200 more on hardware, lum- 
ber and paint in converting it to our 
idea of a thoroughly comfortable place 
to live About $100 more went into 
fitting up the kitchen with water cans, 
the windows with curtains, the tool 
box with tools, and into fnnumerable 
other odds and ends 

Our plan was to spend about $3 a 
week each on general living expenses, 
that is, food, clothes, laundry and cig- 
arettes Buying vegetables and eggs 
from farmers along the way, and fish- 
ing and hunting now and then, we 
have just about stayed within the 
budget. Our transportation coat is in 
proportion to our wanderlust, and se 
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far this has amounted to a little more 
than the living expenses, because the 
cold, nipping at our heels, has urged 
us on South 

The fuel bill is something of a fam- 
ily joke So far it has totaled 15 cents, 
for a bushel of coal at Hannibal. 
Mostly we keep warm with the dry 
driftwood we find along the banks 


HE engine, a big twin 15-horse- 
power outboard motor, cost 
$220, and a small speed boat 
for short fast trips was $110. So 
we spent leas than $1000 to get 
under way. Everyone who has taken 
the trip assures us we can. sel! 
out down South, if we want to, for at 
least this much. Unless that's just a 
pleasant dream, it means that our trip 
will have cost very little. No taxes, no 
rent, no railroad fare, hotels, or tips 
and the cost of iiving has been cut to 
less than one-tenth of what it was 
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Another interior showing kitchen 
and heating facilities. 


A little later we returned home, 
shanty boat people. We had left our 
newly acquired craft in the hands of 
an expert for remodeling and came 
back to select the most important of 
our belongings and kiss our jobs good- 
by, and with them, hot running water, 
elevators and kindred superflulties 

It was almost impossible to attend 
to the business of navigation the day 
we started from St. Paul. Mere mo- 
tion on the part of our household was 
so exciting that we could scarcely con- 
trol the impulse to rush from window 
to window and marve! at the trees and 
houses passing our decorous curtains. 
Not that they moved by very fast, of 
course-—-we were going about six miles 
an hour 

We loafed along the upper river 
through the Indian summer, tying up 
at night at the decaying wharf of some 
little village, or at an inviting sand 
bar or the mouth of a quiet slough.

bons high over our heads. So oc 
casionally we dedicated whole days to 
hunting, since there was no ionger 
any reason why we shouldn't do any: 
thing we fancied. We made the Ark 
fast at the bank and used our small 
boat, the Salamander, to reach an is- 
land that looked promising. There we 
made our blinds and brought down our 
dinner. 

Along the high. rocky bluffs tiiat 
were always on one side or the ofher 
of the channel in Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, there were:-tiny, forgotten vil- 
lages, sometimes climbing half-way up 
the stony hillside, with almost per- 
pendicular streets. They looked to us 
like old clothes deserted by advanc- 
ing commerce In the days of the 
steamboat trade they had had reasons 
for existence; now, they were slowly 
shrinking and slipping off the map 
The more fortunate ones pinched along 
with a button factory or a cannery as 
their only industry, or there was a lit- 
tle trade in shipping fish to the metro 
politan markets But all these towne 
have a hardy, Northern flavor, and 
the old men who sometimes helped us 
tie up at night rarely neglected to 
laugh at us good-humoredly for going 
south to escape the winter, or to brag 
about the ‘30 below’ that January 
meant to them 


E TOOK turns at the wheel 
and just kept bowling along 
at our lazy pace. stopping 
where it looked interesting, mean 
dering along when we felt like it 
We never got up at dawn or did 
anything strenuous unless we thought 
it would be fun to do it. The mere 
absence of compulsion and the eman- 
cipation from clocks and calendars was 
a luxury that hasn't worn off Our 
small household contained everything 
we wanted When a stiff wind or a@ 
downpour kept us in port for a day 
we had our diminutive library to ex 
plore, and we had our portable phono 
graph Then there were always the 
people along the river to talk to, their 
dialects changing as we moved south, 
their careless way of living nearly al- 
ways the same 
Along Northern Missouri one night 
we decided to tle up at a clearing that 
looked deserted in the half darkness 
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There were a few signs of habitation, 
but we took it for one of the many 
abandoned bootleggers’ haunts we had 
found on the Mississippi islands. As 
we approached, however, a dog barked 
and we noticed a small brown horse 
and a smaller white one, besides. 

Presently the lord of the island 
came out to greet us. He waa a lank 
youth, in hip boots and a blue denim 
cap. He explained that he had bought 
the island for $1090 a year ago, and 
now he and his animals, which also in- 
cluded a cat, lived there, and he was 
trying to cultivate the land. A log 
house was half completed and a few 
acres had been planted to corn. There 
was no other person with him. 

‘"Tain’t much,” he explained, ‘‘but 
I figger it's something I can call my 
own. I! like it here.”’ 

We did, too, and we liked him. 


UCH of the Mississippi Valley 

was new to us, and we were 

tireless. sightaeers of the places 
where we stopped. People told us ex- 
travagant stories of the early settlers, 
and of the days when lowa, for ex- 
ample, was under Spanish dominion, 
and of later days when the entire val- 
ley was racked by a gang‘of counter- 
feiters and bandits known as the Tim- 
ber Wolves. We believed them all. 

Old river men who remembered the 
lumber-rafting days told us of their 
struggles with storms in Lake Pepin 
and Lake Cooper and of the river pi- 
rates who attacked and robbed the im 
migrants brought up the river on 
barges and packets from New Orleans 
in the last century Tren the quiet 
Mississippi began to seem to us Iike 
an old woman sitting by a window and 
remembering when she was young and 
things happened 

But as we progressed southward the 
river was much more alive, we passed 
numerous barge tows, and at Hanni- 
bal the levee was particularly active 
Here, of course, we visited the Mark 
Twain home and gazed at the antique 
typewriters used by the town’s- illus- 
trious son, and at his favorite cane 
chair, suspended by a wire from one 
corner of the living room, and draped 
with an American flag. We crawled 
about in the famous cave where Becky 
Thatcher and Tom Sawyer got lost, 
and generally enjoyed Hanniba! 

Our firat touch of genuin@ Southern 
atmosphere came the next day when 
we tied up at Clarkaville, Mo kor 
some time we had been innocently 
wondering wtrere the South might be 
said to begin. The first thing we saw 
on the muddy atreet above the Clarks 
ville wharf, was a moth-eaten surrey 
and pair, and then a man brought a 
team of mules down to the river to wa- 
ter them A moment later a man 
dashed down the street astride a sleek 
brown mare Im the great, half- 
empty Riverview Hotel a small colored 
boy in a smartly starched white linen 
jacket brought us newspapers and tim 
parted a great store of information 
We felt we were getting near Mason 
and Dixon's line 

The next day we learned the reason 
for it Ciarkasaville was settied, we 
were told, by a handful of Virginia 
families in the early years of the last 
century, who had found that the prop 
erties they held at home were inauffi 
clent to feed thelr slave eastablish- 
ments So, with their great house- 
holds, they traveled in wagons to 
Pittsburg, down the Ohio River tin 
packets and finally up the Missiasipp! 
This was the nucleus of Pike County, 
and many of the old Virginia customs 
still prevail there 

We had great difficulty in finding 
St. Louis, for the smoke We paased

The public, at complete variance with a jury of distinguished artists, chose ‘Margery and 
Little Edmund” and “Betty as a Gypsy” as their favorites in the Twenty-seventh International 
Exhibition this fall at Carnegie Institute. Tarbell’s painting of the woman and child received 
the most votes and was awarded the $200 popular prize offered by the Institute. The next 
highest number of votes- went to Schnakenberg’s vivid portrait of the girl in Romany dress. 


‘Not one of the six paintings which found most favor with the general public had been men- 
tioned by the carefully selected and erudite jury. This evidence in support of the tradition 


that art is only for the initiates, however, may be qualified with the fact that more than one of 
the six found best by popular choice have been appreciatively mentioned by critics who reviewed 
the exhibition. 

In line with another tradition, none of the six carried the slightest hint of iconoclastic 
modernity. All but one of the artists were Americans—Tarbell and Schnakenberg, and Fred- 
erick J. Waugh, two of whose paintings were selected. The exception was the Italian, Pietro 
Gaudenzi, who also had two paintings to gain popular favor
